Specie lists believe that one Midi alternative source 
of enorgy might well l>o the Sun. The (irst So- 
viet solar power stallon In going up near Ihe 
town o( Kerch, In tha Crimea. Although It Is 
rated at a modest Ova thousand kilowatts, II wll’ 
serve as an experimental stallon to test all pos- 
sible ways of converting solar energy Into elect- 
ricity oil mi Industrial scale. 

Soviet scientists have also designed a 300 
thousand kilowatt solar station capable of gen- 
erating up to 000 million kilo wall-hours nl elect- 
ricity o year, thuB saving nearly 200 thousand 
tonnes ot conventional fuel. 

However, ns yet these stations are unable -!o 
compete with their more traditional counterparts. 
Today, Indeed, It may be moro feasible to have 
combined solar InstallDlloiiB. 

In Uzbekistan, for Instance, It Is planned to 
build a large solar and thermal stalluii to gen- 
erate electricity and accumulate heat lor dif- 
ferent technological operations. , 

In the Cenlisl Aslan republics solar energy 



(s used to beat homos and to pump an il de- 
salinate water, as well as for many other Jobs. 
This solar plant bos been built to grow chlorel-

A special liifoimation ser- 
v lie, recently sot up in six 
t ltles of tha Ukraine, enable* 
better use to bo made ot each 
computer.

Tho service is used In the 
first place by enterprises and 
organizations whose volume of 
work does not justify the pur- 
chase of a computer ol their 
own. Instead they make use ol 
those owned by larger estab- 
lishments. As a result, the 
amount of Ume any particular 
computer stands Idle has been 
reduced by almost half. 

Other cities. Including repub- 
lican capitals, have followed 
the example set by the Ukrain- 
ians. 


FORESTS GROWN FROM DESERTS 


Paldasyz (useless land) — 
Urn Kazakh name for expanses 
of salt desert ■— can be made to 
contribute In no small way to 
the national economy. This has 
been proved by foresters ol llm 
Seven Rivers region who, help- 
oil by scientists from the Kazakh 
agricultural Institute, first grew 
trees for commercial use on 
these lands — accelerated giants 
as high as a six-storey build- 
ing. 

Bach hectare of land, where 
lie r ore only wormwood was to 
be seen, now yields over nne 
thousand cubic metres ot tim- 
ber, which only took 16 years 
to grow. 

The secret ot these growth 
rales which Bre high even by 
productivity standards Tor every 
fertile land, lies In the choice 
of tree the luranga-poplar hyb- 
rid which has only been pre- 


served In certain areas ol ihe 
Kazakhstan south. 

This spec ha of tree, a d.-s 
cendant ol the saline soil pop- 
lar, survives arid winds. 40'C 
heat, and high salt concentration 
In. the soil and In subsoil waters. 
Tho hybrids, which do not re- 
quire aitlficlal watering, have 
powerful trunks which grow by 
d to 5 centimetres In diameter 
each year. Its wood can he 
used for farm buildings, and 
(o make musical instruments as 
well as fuel. 

This spring tens ol thousands 
ot these "green fast-growers" 
were planted as wind breakers 
and In groves for commercial 
use on the barren land masses 
he'.ween the Syr-Darya and 111 
rivers. Large consignments nl 
the tree were sent to Kirghizia 
and other republics.

IN POLYMER CAPSULES 

Tiie Institute of Physics and 
Chemistry of Polymer s at the 
Uzbek Academy of Sciences has 
invented a new method for ac- 
celerating the growth of young 
cotton plants and for Improv- 
ing their protection from disease 
and cold weather. Cutlon seeds 
are covered with a special 
.compound containing hiostimul- 
ating substances. Last year, 
seeds "clad" in polymer film 
were sown in low-fertility soils. 
Nevertheless, the raw cotton 
yield obtained was three tonnes 
per hectare. Tests have con- 
firmed the scientists' belief that 
this new method of sowing cot- 
ton can raise cotton yields by 
15 to 20 per cent.

When the composer Is present, the musician 
or singer la always nervous. This Is easy io 
understand. Tho author Is tlia heal and moat sen- 
slllve judge ol what sort of people his dia rect- 
ors are. 

A! the Stanislavsky end Nemirovich-Danchen- 
ko Musical Theatre a dress rehearsal of Dmitry 
Kabalevsky's opera "Colas Biangnon" was in 
progress. The news flashed like lightning round 
tha theatres “Kabalevsky has come!'* Leonid 
Boldin, singing the lead heard It, just as he 
was going onto the stage. Bat soon as the cur- 


tain vent up he became qalle calm, he was 
completely al one with Colas Breuguon, the pari 
ha was singing. What a ivonderiul person he 
was that Master from Clamecy! Kabalevsky was 
soon to write In an article: The singer portrayed 
Colas just as I see him myself. Despite every- 
thing ha la gay; he has an avid love of life, Is 
kind and generous, and well Integrated with his 
work. 

Singing was not Boldin's first choice of career 
although ho had always loved the art. It waa 
only once be had from the Institute ol Law that 
he devoted himself entirely to It. Chance played 
no small par! In Ids career. As a totally unknown 
quantity, he was Invited to sing the famous 
Ivan Susanin aria In Glinka's opera of the same 
name, during a Voronezh Region art festival In 
Moscow. Boldin has a first-class voice: his 
strong, natural, wonderfully mellow and "high- 
flying" boss captivated the audience. More years 
of training followed. This time at the vocal facul- 
ty of tho Moscow Tchaikovsky Conservatoire. 
No sooner hod he completed his first year than 
lie was invited to the Stanislavsky and Nemiro- 
vich-Danchenko Musical Theatre. He accepted 
the invitation and has been there ever since. 

Hts repertoire consisting of music from many 
countries Includes nearly 50 parts, classical and 
modern. This season he has sung In a new pro- 
duction of “Forgy and Bess" by. the American 
composer George Gerschwin. Boldin Interprets 
the role of Forgy as a parable of love and faith. 
A violent and brutal world robs Porgy, the crip- 
ple, and Bess of love, but falls to destroy their 
faith. In the final scene when Porgy sets oil in 
search of Bess, the singer's voice Is full of op- 
timism and generosity. 

Boldin Is an excellent comedian. In Rimsky- 
Korsakov's opera, "May Night” he sings 
one of the leading parts, that of the village elder.
